Just to mention an alternative receiver architecture, the Wadley loop 
receiver scheme requires no bandswitching save a front end preselector 
for 0 to 30MHz. Some commercial examples are: Racal RA17, RA117; Yaesu 
FRG-7; Drake SSR-1; Barlows XCR-30; Radio Shack DX-302. These all have a 
MHz. dial and a 0 to 1000 kHz. dial. A 300(!) lb. monster is a military 
WRR-2. Anyway, the tantalizing idea of simple or no bandswitches is nice. 
There is a mention in the RSGB handbook (the one with the blue cover-- 
5th ed?). This uses a pre-PLL scheme for lo synthesis. There is ample 
opportunity for spurious responses, birdies, etc., so it's seldom 
homebrewed, however, that hasn't stopped people on this list...

Hi, Jim. I also store my parts in 35-mm film canisters, 
and I've never had a problem with them. What I do is 
glue row after row of film can on both sides of a 
two-foot by two-foot piece of quarter-inch plywood. 

Then I color-code the canister top (red = transistor, 
white = caps, etc.). After that I put a couple of screws 
in the top corners of the plywood, tie a string on to it, 
and hang the whole thing like a painting on the wall. 

If I need a part that's on the reverse side, I simply 
pick up the contraption and flip it over. 


In all the years that I've been doing this, I've never 
had a part go bad from storage. It could be that 

the humidity down here in Louisiana helps with 

the situation (85% most of the year), though, so 

your mileage may vary :%).

I've never had a problem with storing transistors in ordinary plastic 
containers at home either although I try and make sure FET's, MOSFET's, and 
any other high impedance devices are inserted into a piece of black 
anti-static foam first. 


Don't do it on the job though or you'll be fired :-) Production facilities 
do have very good reasons though for making sure everything is protected 
from static electricity in the commercial and government world. It 
certainly wouldn't hurt to take precautions at home too. Failures or 
component degradation do not always show up immediately. Often times it 
just causes premature failure of components after they are put into service.

Speaking in the industrial realm, any transistor falls under the general 
description of "semi-conductor device", and is therefor subject to static 
sensitive storage and handling procedures. As Steve Yates indicated in 
another post, most modern, and certainly any ISO 9000 approved facilities 
such as my employer's take static abatement procedures very seriously. At 
my company we must stand behind a yellow line on the floor around the 
assembly benches if we're not equiped with ground straps. Picking up a 
$15,000 PWB without protection gets you the boot. Damage caused by static 
electricity doesn't always result in total destruction of the part, but can 
result in a premature failure sometime after the part is installed. Nota 
good thing if your customer is the US military. Adopting a fraction of the 
standard industrial procedures would certainly be benificial to the home 
builder.

The MFJ-9030 has been one of my primary portable rigs 
for several years now. When I travel with the 30 
meter rig, I usually take the following: 


1. A dipole made from #22 stranded hookup wire fed 
with about 30' of RG-174/U. The center insulator is a 
small piece of fiberglass perfboard. No end 
insulators. You can make a small loop in each end or 


just crimp a ring lug on each end. (Thanks Ken, N2CQ, 
for that tip!) 


2. A 46-foot piece of #22 hookup wire (halfwave at 30 
meters) and two 1/4 wave lengths of the same wire. 
Assuming you have a small tuner at hand, you can run 
these as an end-fed half-wave with one or two 
counterpoise wires. Or, depending on space available, 
just load up one of the 1/4-wave wires and use the 
other as a counterpoise. (I've had great success by 
sloping a 1/4-wave wire out from a second story window 
and running the other wire around the baseboard of the 
room as a counterpoise. ) 


All of the above fit in a zip-lock bag. Between the 
dipole and the wires, you can always rig up a 30 meter 
antenna for just about any situation you find yourself 
in.

Hence, it may be mostly the confidence factor that keeps folks from doing 
an article for QQ or one of the other QRP outlets. I wish I had a magic 
bullet to kill writer's anxiety, because we are missing some great 
information that would be useful to a large portion of the gang. 

Words are just another tool--actually an assortment of tools--that we 
master by practice. It does not matter that we never master the tools 
perfectly, so long as we get a little bit better each time we use them.

I've been writing both professionally (part-time) and for a couple 
of the amateur journals (QEX and QRP Quarterly) for a few years now. I 
can tell you that even now, after being published over 6 times (there's a 
full bibliography on my web page) and presented papers at professional 
forums 3 times, that it never gets easy. You always run the risk that 
somebody out there who is equally or more knowledgable than you is going 
to notice you. Depending on their general nature, they are going to 
either attack you (Barrie Gilbert vs. my feedback mixer) or are going 
to recognize you and invite you to participate in a project or even a book 
(both occurring right now). This will depend entirely upon the nature of 
the individual who notices you and whether he sees you as a threat or as 
accomplished and competent in the field. 


When writing in either forum, the best advice I can give is to 
write in a subject area where you have experience and are confident of 
what you are doing. 


ALWAYS GIVE REFERENCES! ! 


In any subject matter, even if it's the disclosure of a new tech- 
nique or theory, always cite references of supportive material, especially 
if you are countering somebody else's publication. Good supportive ref- 
erences will make it less likely that you will suffer the indignation of 
someone who just wants to denounce anything and everything, and there are 
lots of those out there. 


If you are going to use illustrations or data from a prior pub- 
lication, ALWAYS get the permission of the publisher of that material. 
Generally, the authors of that material are more than happy to have their 
work mentioned as a reference in later material. And always mention that 
the illustration is used by permission of _ 

When you submit your material, always send the initial work in 
some format the is easily readable and transportable. Send a printed copy 
as well as an electronic one. Send hard copies of your illustrations, and 
if they are available electronically (AutoCAD, .DXF, .TIF, etc) send those 
as well. DO NOT use exotic formats such as WHIZBANG 2010 or wierd stuff 
like HTML, but instead use something way down in the word processor food 
chain such as Word 95. 


ALWAYS listen to your editor. He/she can be your best resource 
when trying to sort out difficulties in getting your article into pub- 
lishable form. Giving the editor a hard time usually results in your work 
going to the bottom of the pile or worse. 


Be prepared to be rejected. I've been rejected twice in the last 
3 years, which is really an enviable record, and you just have to accept 
that. When that happens, you have the options of throwing it away, re- 
writing the material and resubmitting it (ask the editor first), or 
submitting it elsewhere. 


There are many rewards in writing and getting published. You get 
to see your name in print, which is an ego thing. You might even make a 
little money doing so, but don't try to make a living out of it unless 
you're independently wealthy. When others reference your work then you 
know you've arrived. 


With respect to writing for professional journals, it is necces- 
sary in order to stay employable within the profession(s). The addage of 
"Publish or Perish" rings true everywhere.

Encouraged by the recent "just publish it" chat, I decided to share 
the details of a homebrew receiver project. 


The design goals for this RX were: 

High IP3 

Low noise 

. Steep filter skirts 

Low phase noise LO 

Low distortion products in all stages, including audio 


aBWNRPR 


I decided to use only one IF bandwidth - I was just not convinced that 
I could electronically switch xtal filters and still maintain 100+ db 
isolation around the filter. In the next project I will tackle that 
design goal. 


In it's limited scope, the receiver sounds better to me than any 
commercial rig I have heard. It is amazingly quiet and distortion 
free. 


The high IF selectivity and the low phase noise LO combine to produce 

a very pleasant effect - when a signal starts to fall off the filter 
slope, it just disappears. I mean - gone-. It is a bit eerie at first, 
until one gets used to it; it is as if the station stopped transmitting, 


even though it is just a 100 or so Hz out of the passband. Also, as 
W7ZOI states, one can really hear poor transmitter artifacts, such 
as clicks, etc. with such a receiver. 


The product detector is really exceptional, thanks to Ulrich Rhode. 
I encourage you all to give it a try. I am also delighted with 

the front-end mixer circuit he (casually!) offered. 

My profound thanks to W7ZOI for his excellent articles, ideas, and 
software. Thanks also go to Jacob Makhinson N6NWP for introducing us 
to Norton feedback amplifiers, another winning circuit. 


Well, a fairly dry technical overview follows - I hope you can get some 
useful ideas from any of this. Good luck, and good homebrewing.

Backlight LO 1.28a 
Backlight OFF 1.07a 


Transmit Backlight HI 5.15a (4W RF out) 
Backlight OFF 4.90a 


So the current saving on receive is appreciable by turning off the 
backlight, about 30%. On transmit, not much savings in comparison to the 
very high current draw. 


Oh, when the fan comes on high speed in receive, the current rises by 
about 100ma.
